Not merely the Republicans, 
but the whole American people, 
must decide whether they believe 
in the course laid down by 
Dwight D. Eisenhower or Joe 
McCarthy.

entering a new era, one in which partisan . 


politics could work to the detriment of 
the University System of Georgia. 

The board was established to create a 
university system out of a group of inde- 
pendent, politically dominated schools. 
It has done a fine job. One of the rea- 
sons for its success has been the inde- 
pendence of the majority of the mem- 
bers. When principle was at stake they 
could afford to ignore the doctrine of 
political expediency. 

The regents have enjoyed a reputa- 
tion like that of Caesar’s wife, above re- 
proach. The body has kept the respect 
of the General Assembly and Georgia 
citizens through several trying periods. 

Its integrity is yet to be questioned, 
and until the: board proves otherwise by 
its actions, it will continue to enjoy the 
respect and admiration of everyone. The 
board’s impressive front, though, seems 
to be cracking. 

Chairman Robert Arnold and Sen. 
Tom Callaway have been in an argument 
over a resolution of Mr. Callaway’s that 
the board’s expenditures of public funds 
be investigated as a matter of principle. 
Before this academic question is allowed 
to damage the cause of higher education, 
it might be well to remember that these 
gentlemen are Newton County neighbors. 
The dispute may have had its beginning 
in a back-fence row. If so, the Capitol 
is no place to finish it. 

The present board has a number of 
new members primarily notable for their 
lack of experience. It is natural for 
them to play follow the leader until they 
learn their way around. J 

Chairman Arnold is a strong man, 
and can be depended on to do what he 
believes is right. The chairman, how- 
ever. would be more effective with a few 
lessons in public relations. 

Another strong man is Roy Harris. 
Mr. Harris is a prime politician. His in- 
tentions toward the university system 
are the highest, according to his lights, 
but it is impossible to think of him as 
nonpartisan or nonpolitical.

To Drunken Drivers 


Senator Everett Millican has intro- 
duced a constitutional amendment to 
permit the Atlanta Municipal Court to 
try drivers charged with drunkenness.

Jurisdiction belongs to the state. 

The greatest argument in favor of the 
senator’s proposal is speed and efficiency. 
Fulton County courts are so full of a 
multitude of sinners that delay after de- 
lay often is possible, and often is used 
to defeat the ends of justice. 

Drunk driving is no ordinary offense 
in a city with Atlanta’s bad traffic safety 
record. It is something that should be 
dealt with as soon as possible. 

Trial in municipal court would be by 
a judge. The proposed amendment 
makes it possible for those defendants 
who insist on the ancient right of trial 
by jury to have their cases transferred 
to state courts if that is what they prefer.

Is Family-Size Farm 
Doomed by Progress? 


A communication reaching our desk 
from the Liberty County Cotton Growers 
of Dayton, Texas, brings to mind a dis- 
tressing aspect of the development of 
American life. It is a plea for the prese« 
ervation of the family-size farm as an 
important ingredient of the Amefican 
economic and social system. 

We are in sympathy with these farm- 
ers and are great admirers of the family- 
size farm. We are able to see, however, 
some inescapable economic facts. 

The trend in America is and has been 
toward bigness—big corporations, big 
government and compact and far-flung 
distribution systems for big processors 
and big manufacturers. The stream of 
competition promotes ever-growing pres- 
sure for more and more efficiency, to 
bring down costs to insure profits and 
fair prices. 

The aga of mass production and mass 
distribution doomed many cherished 
community, state and national economic 
habits. The demand for more and more 
goods at cheaper and cheaper prices put 
the skids under the weak and inefficient. 

To hold their own in the economic 
sphere, the farmers turned to mechaniza- 
tion, to improved methods of production; 


. of. local government. 


to better land use and conservation. 


Those unable to survive have been ab- 
sorbed into industry as the trend to 
urbanization continued. The small farms 
are becoming fewer and the average 
acreage per farm becomes greater each 
year. Agriculture has been forced to 
move toward mass-production methods 
and factorylike farms, 

The process is not restricted to areas 
nor sections. Whereas at the turn of the 
century it required more than 50 per cent 
of the -pepulation to produte the food 
and clothes for the nation, today 15 per 
cent do the same job—in fact they pro- 
duce more. 

Economic conditions may change and 
the family-size farm may survive, as a 
result. However, if the present ‘trends 
continue its only hope lies with those 
who do not depend upon the land as their 
only source of livelihood. The other 
alternative is permanent government 
subsidies as a national policy to preserve 
the small farmer.

Let's Not Always 
Be Blaming the State 


The DeKalb County School Board has 
done the honest thing in endorsing a pro- 
posal to increase the county’s income 


from taxes in order to keep the school 


system functioning as it should. 

DeKalb is not alone in facing an ex- 
panding, and consequently more expen- 
sive, school system. It adopts a rela- 
tively refreshing point of View, though, 
in believing that the solution primarily 
is a county responsibility, and that .the 
burden should not be shifted, to the 
shoulders of the state. : | 

Superintendent Jim Cherry, in an- 
nouncing the board’s decision, said he be- 
lieves the citizens of DeKalb are ready 
to pay what is necessary to insure a good 
education for their children. 

Throughout Georgia there is an alarm- 
ing tendency to blame poor schools, poor 
teachers and poor pay on poor work at 
the state level. 

The blame is not that of the state, but 
Cohty .eontribu- 
tions to their educational systems range 
between the extremes of 10 and 80 per 
cent, with the average running around 
15 per cent. 

The state practically has vacated the 
field of property taxes in favor of the 
counties. It’s a wide field, and many a 
county could solve its present difficulties 
with a realistic, rather than political, 
assessment of property values within its 
boundaries.

You Cannot Build Roads 
Without Pa ying for Them 


The next time you start complaining 
about the cost of building and maintain- 
ing roads and bridges in Georgia and 
about the taxes you have to pay as a re- 
sult, you might inquire as to the reason. 

In the first place, Georgia is a large 
state. The total of its rural and munici- 
pal roads adds up to a staggering 96,104 
miles—16th largest in the United States 
and by far the largest in the Southeast. 
Included is 86,849 miles of rural roads 
and a municipal mileage of 9,255. . 

A U.S. Department of Commerce re- 
port lists 35,319 miles of Georgia’s rural 
roads as “surfaced” and 60,785 as “non- 
surfaced.” Of the municipal mileage, 
9,305 miles were surfaced and 3,950 non- 
surfaced. 

Any way you look at it, that’s a lot 
of roads and streets which must be kept 
up and constantly improved. Continued 
paving of new routes, improvement of old 
ones and maintenance of those in use re- 
quire a lot of money from state, county 
and municipal sources. 

And another thing, the problem is not 
one that is with us today and gone to- 
morrow. Barring elimination of the au- 
tomobile, the demand for and need for 
roads is here to stay.

government department exercises jurisdiction over much of our vast 
public domain and its resources, water, mineral and metal. 

- This is now clear after 10 months’ experience with the new re- 
gime, and it is proper to point this out in advance of the next session 
of Congress for which preparations already are being made here in 
the executive branch of the government. 


Paramount is. the change of at- 
titude and approach “among top 
Interior Department officials, 
headed by Secretary Douglas Mc- 
Kay, as contrasted with their Dem- 
ocratic predecessors. Supervising 
the department in the previous 
two decades were the late Secre- 
tary Harold L. Ickes, the fiery 
“Old Curmudgeon,’’ who served 
13 years, and Oscar L. Chapman, 
a milder spirit but just as tough 
of fiber. 

Both Secretaries Ickes and Chap- 
man were affirmative, positive and 
aggressive in pushing basic poli- 
cies established under Franklin 
D. Roosevelt, notably the multi- 
purpose development of our great 
river systems for irrigation, rec- 
lamation, navigation and hydro- 
electric power, 

By contrast the Eisenhower 
stewards of ‘the Interior Depart- 
ment are passive. But, further 
than that, their attitude has been 
of withdrawal and retreat and giv- 
ing ground to the private utilities 
in various ways. 

Secretary McKay is the sales- 
man of this retrenchment policy 
that fayors. the private utilities.

seeks to please everybody but, de- 
spite his constant cajoling of dis- 
turbed public power proponents, 
he proeeeds persistently toward 
his goals. He operates after the 
manner of the affable receptionist 
for the public, delegating the 
carrying-out of policy to his two 
right-hand subordinates, Under 
Secretary Ralph A. Tudor from 
California -and ‘Assistant Secretary 
Fred G. Aapdahl, former gover- 
nor of Nerth Dakota. 

These two officials, operating 
within the permissible latitude, 
have instituted policies designed 
to circumscribe hereafter the 
building of public transmission 
lines, diverting the bulk of this 
task, with the control over distri- 
bution and rates that it entails, to 
private utilities; to limit future ex- 
pansion of rural electric coopera- 
tives in the great Missouri Basin 
by requiring 20-year contracts for 
power from dams now being built, 
which means that the REA con- 
tractors must tie themselves now 
to amotints of power which may 
not be sufficient in later years; to 
relax preferences to cooperatives 
and municipalities in sale of power 
from public projects,

‘Mistake’ Charge 
A Nixon Mistake 


WASHINGTON—What Vice President Nixon 
said in Tokyo the other day about the United 


States having made a ‘‘mistake’’ 


in’ disarming 


Japan—a statement now concurred in by Secretary Dulles—is an over- 
simplification of a complex problem. There are good grounds for the 
belief that it wasn’t a mistake at all but a very desirable step, pro- 
vided a distinction: is made between arming for offense, and warding 


off an invader by proper de- 
fense. Actually the United States 
never urged disarmament below 
the point of adequate defense. 


This corr@spondent has just re- 
ceived a letter from a high Amer- 
ican officer familiar with what 
happened in Japan under the 
Allied occupation. He was 
especially acquainted with the 
day-by-day application of Allied 
policy in disarming Japan. He 
says, in part: 

“Running all the way throuch 
the basic policies enjoined upon 
Gen. MacArthur in his admini- 
stration of Japan was the re- 
quirement, never abrogated or 
modified, contained in hig initial 
post-surrender directive of Nov. 
3. 1945, that he ‘seize or destroy 
all arms, ammunition, naval ves- 
sels, and implements of war, in- 
cluding aircraft designed for civil 
use, and stop the production 
thereof . .. and take necessary 
steps to destroy the Japanese war 
potential...’ 

‘Apart from the specific re- 
quirements laid upon him, it was 
fundamental to Gen. MacArthur’s 
own guiding policy to encourage 
the Japanese leaders and people 
to move toward the achievement 
of Allied purposes.” 


“Thus, when revision of the Jap- 
anese Constitutiom was under 
study, it was cause for satisfac- 
tion when the then Prime Minis- 
ter Shidehara called upon Gen. 
MacArthur to advance and dis- 
cuss the idea Japan's war Mmak- 
ing power be curbed by specific 
constitutional prescription. Conse- 
quently there is no basis for the 
implication that America made a 
mistake or that Gen. MacArthur 
enforced the constitutional pro- 
vision upon Japan. 

‘‘Quite the contrary, after the 
adoption of the new Constitution, 
MacArthur repeatedly sought 
publicly to secure a moderate ins 
terpretation for the provision 
abolishing war, by declaring that 
it could not and should not be 
construed as denying the Japa- 
nese people the ‘inalienable right 
of self-defense against unpro- 
voked attack,’ and he personally 
directed the organization and 
training of a defense force. 

The foregoing doctrine would 
have been of great value in fore 
mulating what should be said now 
with reference to the alleged 
“‘mistake.’’ It may turn out to 
have been a mistake to charge 
ourselves with a “mistake.”

Well-meaning postal card authors have been writing that he’ll 
be called to Notre Dame to succeed Frank Leahy, whose doctor 
will order him to turn in his badge and support his eight children 
by ear. 

If there has been one, there have been 10 dozen informants 
who had the word he’d be going to Alabama to work on the Red 
Elephants’ low blood pressure. 

Another one, showing far less originality, said he was getting 
out of coaching and taking one of the many business offers he'd 
had. 

It may be safely assumed that Wallace Butts will show 
up for winter practice at Georgia, and that he will throw his 
battered hat into the SEC ring again next September, and 
probably for many Septembers to come.

The Georgia 
line is made up of the finest collection of the worst knees in cre- 
ation, There isn’t a top man up front who hasn't got a bad knee, 
or two, or had one of his hinges worked on, and still they’ve gone 
about their work with great heart. 

Jim Locke, Buddy Mathis and Richard Ringwall, three fine 
tackles, were charged off to love. Marriage cost them their 
scholarships. Bobby Dellinger was the most serious loss, a tre- 
mendous runner tackled by academics and a panty raid. Joe 
O'Malley, who should have been a great end, has been a great 
disappointment.

A city wife who took a farm learned that 


Mrs. John R. Fair, wife of an eye surgeon stationed at Walter 
Reed Hospital in Washington, D. C., is building up a paying farm 
for her husband to “‘retire’’ on when he leaves the service to 
make his permanent home in Meridian. 


The Fairs came to the Geor- 
gia coast on vacation a cou- 
ple of years ago and John, a 
native of Chicago, fell in love 
with the country. He began 
looking around for acreage. 
Mrs. Fair, a Vienna girl, was 
alarmed at the thought of 
running a farm, since neither 
she nor her husband had any 
agricultural knowledge. 

When it was finally decided 
to purchase an old rambling 
house with 80 acres of high 
land and 80 acres of timber 
and marshland in Meridian. 
Mrs. Fair and the children, 
Jack, 7, and Patsy, ll, along 
with Mrs. Fair’s parents, 
moved in to start building up 
the new old homestead. Dr. 
Fair still had over two years 
left to complete his tour of 
duty so he stayed on in Wash- 
ington planning to commute as 
often as possible. 
REJUVENATES HOUSE 

After the house was rejuve- 
nated—old Meridian residents 
claim it was haunted at one 
time, but Mrs. Fair has prob- 
ably kept things humming too 
loudly for any specter to make 
itself heard—the surgeon’s 
wife turned to farming in ear- 
nest. 

Mrs. Fair began stocking 
the farm in a small way. First 
she bought a few Poland Chi- 
nas and then Dr. Fair had 
three sheep shipped in from 
the University of Tennessee’s 
experimental project. Local 
stock men watched the sheep 
raising with interest, since the 
animals are a rarity in that 
part of the country. 
MARKETS AT JESUP 

After a bad start from ship- 
ping sickness the sheep began 
to do well and Mrs. Fair sold 
a considerable batch of raw 
wool. Her next project was 
to build the beef stock which 
the Fairs expect to make their 
main earning source. 

Mrs. Fair began making 
weekly 50-mile trips to Jesup to 
buy cattle. She realized that 
despite crates of literature her 
husband was sending from the 
Department of Agriculture she 
was extremely inexperienced 
and would need the assistance 
of ‘someone with practical 
knowledge. 

The Darien high school agri- 
culture teacher, Don Grim- 
stead, sent some of his students 
along to help select healthy

cattle at the sale barn. Now the 
boys often help load pigs going 
to market and advise Mrs. Fair 
as to whether she should sell or 
bring the pork home to feed 
until prices get better. Mrs. 
Fair’ is the first feminine bid- 
der to be heard at the Jesup 
market 

WINS PRIZE 

Mrs. Fair’s most hectic, yet 
greatest triumph, came with 
the raising of hybrid corn. She 
planted ‘‘Dixie 18’’ a grade that 
has large ears and kernels. 
After struggles with cutworms, 
raiding wild hogs and tacky 
horses Mrs. Fair managed to 
reap 200 bushels from five 
acres. She won second at the 
County fair with her corn and 
would have won first except 
for a technicality—she was the 
only contestant and the ruling 
says exhibits without competi- 
tion can earn only second prize. 
It was the first hybrid corn 
grown in that community. 

The living’s good in Meridian 
according to the former Vienna 
woman. “‘We raise our own pe- 
cans, have our own oyster beds 
and a dock that runs out to 
deep water so we can do a 
bit of crabbing and fishing.”’ 

“The children miss their 
Daddy but love the country. 
We're looking forward to the 
time when my husband comes 
home to make a really great 
success out of our agricultural 
experiments.”’

If anybody ever wants to know my recipe fer enjoying life 
it’s to spend your childhood in the country, preferably in a kero- 
sense lamp-no-plumbing setting. 

That kind of background conditions you in two ways: 

1. It gives you a familiarity with the country, which could 
breed contempt but, surprisingly enough, more often breeds nos- 
talgia and affection. 

2. It makes you know a nice piece of civilization when you 
see it. 

A friend of mine and I went down to LaGrange the other night 
to be the guests of the Rotary Club—and if there ever was a 
pleasantly civilized place it’s LaGrange. They took us out to 
the Callaway Guest House without any advance notice as to the 
kind of place it was and as we drove along a winding, dark 
country road in the rain I peered out into the darkness, 
watchful for the first glimpse of this lonely, rustic retreat. A 
small white cottage loomed up in the darkness near the edge of 
the Country Club grounds and I said, ‘‘Oh, this is nice!” 


‘“‘That,’”’ said Charles Geer, our host, “is the caddy house.” 

“Oh,” I said, subsiding. The guest house would be even 
more rustic than I imagined. Only it wasn’t. We turned in a 
white gate and up on a green hill with lights gleaming in every 
window was a tall white-columned house that out-Tara-ed Scar- 
lett O’Hara’s home place. 


Well, of course, we dwelt in splendor (after we gave up try- 
ing to hide from the butler the fact that our overnight bag was 
a paper sack) and I loved every minute of it, envying LaGrange 
citizens their opportunity of putting up visitors so elegantly. 
Fuller Callaway, they tell me, designed the house and super- 
vised the construction of every detail, including the lovely hand- 
carved dogwood blossoms on the lintels of the doorways. 

On the other side of the house the hill runs into a_ beauti- 
ful 85-acre lake which has become the gleaming, woods-fringed 
center for several handsome new homes. So engrossed did we 
become in examining the suite assigned to us that we were 
very nearly late for the meeting. The people who equip and 
keep this place have read all those articles about how to care for 
guests because they include not just the elementary comforts 
but things you wish you had at home like good clothes brushes 
and a choice of toothpaste and nail polish. 


“My goodness,’’ sighed my friend, Margaret, “I wish we'd 
brought the children!”’ 

I thought it over for a minute and decided that I was glad 
that they hadn’t come because, as Margaret Mitchell once said 
about the custom of buying 14-year-old girls orchids for their 
first dance, what will they have to look forward to when they 
are grown up? 


There are sad things about growing up, but one. of the reliable 
joys is that you never can tell what you will see next. New 
places and new kinds of living confront you at every turn and 
I’m absolutely positive that a jewel of a guest house such as 
this one wouldn’t mean half as much to a guest who grew up tak- 
ing bathrooms and electricity for granted. A _ pretty lamp 
appeals to anybody, but to those of us who had to scrub the 
smut out of a kerosene lamp as a regular chore it’s more than 
an art object, it’s still a new way of life.

Given the right ma- 
terials, the body repairs itself. 
The foods which furnish the es- 
sential materials needed for re- 
pair and servicing are the 
Basic Seven—milk, 1 pint daily 
for adults; or one glass and an 
ounce of cheese; one citrus 
fruit or juice, plus one or two 
other fruits; a dark green vege- 
table, plus two or more others; 
one or two eggs; a liberal serv- 
ing of lean meat, fish or fowl, 
and whole grain or enriched 
bread or cereal. 


PROTECTIVE FOODS 
The protective foods, in those 


stipulated amounts, furnish suf- 


ficient calcium, iron and pro- 
tein, as well as vitamins and, 
without adequate amounts of 
each of these essentials, the 
body withers. Too many adults 
have a calcium deficiency be- 
cause of failure to use enough 
milk or cheese in the daily 
menus. 

Fewer calories are needed as 
time goes by. Therefore the 
non-essential sweets, starches 
and fats must be lessened. The 
scales are the highest authority 
on that score. 

Overweight is the big problem 
in the middle period of life— 
and it is no help to staying 
young. Extra pounds put a 
burden on the vital organs and 
that is the real reason excess 
fat is aging.

- Farm Survey Shows 


Little Change for 1954 


By JIM MONTGOMERY 

What about the outlook for agriculture in 1954? Optimistic, 
but cautiously so, according to the November farm bulletin of the 
Federal ‘Reserve Bank of Atlanta, which reported: 

Total farm production is expected to be almost as large as 
in 1953; The average of all prices received by farmers should not 
decline much, if any, next year. Average prices paid by farmers 
will ease down a bit. Net farm income is not expected to be less 
than the $12.5 billion estimated for this year. 

The income from particular farm products is expected to 
vary somewhat. Within the Sixth District (Georgia, Florida, Ala- 
bama, the eastern two-thirds of Tennessee, and the southern 
halves of Mississippi and Louisiana) the bulletin’s predictions on 
more than a dozen of these products was summed up as follows: 

Cotton consumption in domestic mills will be about the same 
as in 1953 and whether or not production restrictions and exports 
reduce the nation’s prospective large supply, prices will be sup- 
ported at 90 per cent of parity. Cottonseed prices, which have 
been at just about the support level, are not likely to advance. 

Peanut demand will probably be the same as it was this 
year, with prices hovering near the support price. . | 

Tobacco production will remain under tight control, and 
strong domestic and export demand should put some upward 
pressure on prices. Consumer demand for vegetables should stay 
at 1953 levels, but large potato supplies this year will have a 
depressing influence on prices in the spring. 

Cattle prices should be relatively stable next year at near 
the average prices for the last half of 1953. Hog prices will hold 
near the spring of 1953 levels until mid-year, after which they 
will be depressed as a larger spring pig crop reaches the fall 
markets. 

Broiler production will rise slightly, but average prices should 
hold at about this year’s level of 28 cents a pound. Egg prices 
should. not fall much below the high 1953 prices, since the demand 
level will be about the same and no large increase in production 
is expected. This will probably lead to an increase in the Humber 
of chickens raised for flock replacement next fall. 


The milk output in 1954 is likely to equal this year’s record 
production, so milk product prices will hinge upon the success of 
various price-support operations. 

Lumber supplies are large, residential construction is likely 
to be reduced ,in 1954, and prices will decline a bit further. The 
slackening lumber demand will particularly affect the softwood 
type grown in the Southeast. Pulpwood prices have risen steadily 
over the last 10 years and no reversal is expected in 1954, espe- 
cially since enlarged paper mill capacity in the Southeast will 
contribute to a strong pulpwood market. 

Prices for naval stores should rise until May, after which 
they will depend upon production in Portugal and France. 


Food Prices Stable 


Retail food prices in Atlanta during Octoher remained gen- 
erally stable for the second straight month, and were only 0.1 
per cent lower than in September, the regional office of the U.S. 
Department of Labor’s Bureau of Labor Statistics reported yes- 
terday. 

Prices on fruit, vegetables, meats, poultry and fish were 
down 0.8 per cent here, while cereals and bakery products prices 
declined 1.1 per cent. 

These drops were just about offset by advances of 0.1 per 
cent in dairy products prices and 1.8 per cent for such foods as 
eggs, beverages, fats and oils, sugar and sweets, and partially- 
prepared foods. 

Atlanta’s retail food price index for October was slightly 
ahead of Baltimore apd well above those for Houston and Wash- 
ington, D.C, 


Cotton By-Products Off 


Although Southeastern cotton mills last year produced nearly 
3.5 billion pounds of cottonseed crude oil, cake, meal and hulls, 
which was about 38 per cent of the nation’s output of these 
products, the production of cottonseed by-products in the region 
has declined steadily in the past four years. 


In 1952 the mills crushed a little over four billion pounds of 
cottonseed, which was some 400 million pounds behind the total 
for 1949, according to the regional office of the U.S. Department 
of Commerce.
